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VOWS TO LYNCH 


Peoria Crying’ for Life of. 
Negro 


MURDER OF DETECTIVE 
HAS ENRAGED CITIZENS 


Just as Mob Was About To 
City Hall, Negro Was Spirited 
Away to Jail—Mob Sur- 
rounds the Jail and 
Swears Vengeance. 


Peoria, Tlls., June 23.—Detective William

‘knowledge. it” as 


E. Murphy was killed by “Billy’’ Mc- 
Ray, a negro desperado, whom he was at- 
tempting to arrest at the corner of Wat 
and Eaton streets about 10 o'clock to- 
night. Murphy, armed with a warrant for 
McRay, on the charge of burglary, ap- 
proached the negro, who was standing on 
the corner, and ipformed him that he 
Was under arrest. Without a moment's 
warning McRay drew a revolver and shot 
the officer in the breast, He then attempt- 
ed to make his escape, but was caught by 
Detective Chadwick. Murphy was taken 
to the hospital, where he died within 
twenty minutes of the time he received 
the wound. McRay was hurried to the 
city jail and in less than an hour a mob 
numbering at least 1,000 men and boys 
had assembled and mage a demand on the 
chief of police for the prisoner. The chief 
refused to surrender the murderer. In 
hope of attracting the attentinn of the 
mob the Hre Gepartment was called out 
and made a run past the jail, The rusé 
partially succeedéd, a farge number of 
the crow@ following thé fire department. 
In the meantime the chief had ordered all 
the electric lights in the city to be turned 
out and in the darkness McRay was hur- 
riedly taken to the county jail. In a short 
time the mob discovered that it had been 
deceived and formed in front of the coun- 
ty jail. The entire poljce force of the city 
was called out in order to guard the jail. 

At this time (11:30 p. m.) the.jail is sur- 
rounded and there are rymors from the 
lower end of the city where the dead offi- 
cer resided another mob is gathering with 
the intention of lynching the negro. The 


situation is very critical. 

Peoria, Ills., June 24.—Shortly before 1! 
o'clock this morning the mob surround- 
ing the county jail began to disperse, 
awed by the determined attitude of Sher- 
iff Potter, who stationed. a dozen deputies 
and police in front of the jail, armed 
with revolvers and _ winchesters. They 
were instructed to fire on the mob should 
any attempt to enter the jail be made. 
Inside the building twenty police were 
stationed. While at the present time the 
mob still clamors for the negro, it is 
evident that they lack a leader, and the 
authorities are confident that they will be 
able to cope with the situation. 


MILLIONS WANTED FOR LEVEFS 


Congress Will Be Asked To Apprd- 
priate Huge Sum. 

St. Louis, June 2.—Levee improve- 
ments frém Cairo to New Orleans, cost- 
ing in the aggregate about ten million 
dollars, are wanted by the members of 
the directing boards of tha levee dis- 
tricts, representatives of which are in 
St. Louls to attend the annual meeting 
tomorrow of the Mississippi river com- 
mittee. 

In 1902 congress appropriated $2,000,000 
for the improvement of the lower Mis- 
sissippi. A like amount wae avpropriated 
this year and an appropriation as large 
is promised in 1904 and 1905. At a confer- 
ence of the district representatives today 
it was decided to ask the river commis- 
sion to anticipate the appropriations of 
1904 and 1905 and let the contructs for 
levee work now. 

“If the commission so acts the district 
representatives say that the work can be 
started at once and that the levees from 
Cairo to New Orleans will be in a safe 
condition by March 1, 1904, or before pos- 
sible high water of the May and June pe- 
riod of next year, 


DIAZ «CCEPTS NOMINATION. 


Action of Convention Ilas Given 
General Satisfaaction. 


Mexico City, June 23.—The nominatian 
of President Diaz for the next presiden- 
tial term before the national liberal 
party has been received with widespread 
satisfaction. There is a feeling among 
men representing large business interests 
that the country will enjoy a period of 
freedom from political agitation between 
now and next year, when the election 
takes place. It has been published erro- 
neously ifi some American papers that 
the election is now going On. The nom- 
ination of President Diaz puts an end 
to factions and cabals and removes the 
presidential succession from the domain 
of conjecture. ' 

In his speech accepting the nomination 
the president said: 

“rhe chief and highest distingtion that 
can be conférred upon a citizen is to be 
predesignated in a solemn. manner by 
his compatriots for the highest post of 
public power in their gift regardless of 
whether he occupies it or not. I appre-

LYNCHING 1S “APPROVED *~ 
BY MAJORITY OF PEOPLE 


It Will Be Difficult To Convict Mem- 
bers of the Mob—Brutal Con- 
fession of the Negro Just 
Before the Fire Was 
Kindled. 


Wilmington, Del., June 23—Calm, un- 
broken save for the \denunciation of the 
mob leaders, has today succeeded the ex- 
citing scenés which attended the burning 
at the stake last night of George White, 
the negro who assaulted and killed Miss 
Helen Bishop. These denunciations of 
the mob’s action, however, came mainly 
from ministers and public officials. To 
all questions as to their probable coursé 


in the matter of punishment for the mem- |} 


bers of the mob the authorities reply that 
they have no statement to make at pres- 
ent. 

The great mass of people have little to 
say concerning the terrible punishment 
meted out to White. 

The lynching is‘ deplored, but it is con- 
tended that the populace found strong 
provocation in the fact that the popular 


demand for a speedy trial of the negro 
was met by the action of the court in 


setting the day of hearing for the Sep- 


tember term. 
helic Hunters Got Bones. 

When the coroner arrived at Price's 
Corner today to go through the formal- 
ity of holding an inquest over the re- 
mains of White he found little else than 
a pile of ashes. Seekers after grewsome 
relics of the tragedy thad carried away 
practically all the small fragments of 
bones left unconsumed. 

If the authorities should press the pros- 
ecution of the members of the mob, it 
seems impossible that a number of men 
can escape punishment. No masks were 
worn by the leaders and apparently no at- 
tempts at concealment wemp made. The 
whole affair was conducted with the ut- 
most opetiness and so generally known 
had the preparations become that a 
crowd of over 4,000 was enabled to gather 
at the scene of the lynching, some miles 
from Wilmington. Whether persons can 
be found willing to identify the leaders 
and give testimony remains to be seen. 

Resolutions denouncing the action - of 
fhe mob and calling for the punishment 
of the leaders were adopted today by the 
Wilmington ministers. 

Definite action probably will be taken 
by Governor Hunn and the other state 
officials within the next day or two.

“LYNCH. NEGRO" 


Fiery Sermon by Re tod 
Prior to Cremation, 


From His: Pulpit He Advised, in the 
Event of the Law’s Deiay, That 
the Negro Should Be Dealt 
with in a Summary 
Fashion. 


Wilmington, Del., June 23.—Rev.. Robert 
A. Ellwood, pastor of the Olivet Presbpy- 
terian church, preached a gensational sér- 
mon on the probable lynching of White 
last Sunday night. He took his text from 
Corinthians ‘v, 138: ‘‘Therefore put away 
from. among oursélves that wicked: per- 
gon.”’ 

In regard to the speedy trial for the 


}negro, Rev. Ellwood said: 


“IT call your especia] attention to that 
part of my text found:in the constitution 
which. says: ‘In all criminal prosecutions 
the accused shall enjoy fhe right ‘to a 
speedy and public trial.’ 

“On the: day of this terrible crime the 
officers arrested a man supposed to be 
guilty: He was taken before a magistrafe 
and held without bail. Tonight he is in 
jail. with drméd men parading about for 
his protection, waiting unti] the middle of 
September. Is that speedy? Is that even 
constitutional ? 

“Oh, honorable judges, call the court, 


establish a precedent and the girls of this. 


state, the wives of the homes and the 
mothers of our fireside and our beloved 
sisters will not be sorry, and neither will 
you, 

“And, honorable judges,"’ he continved, 
‘if you do not hear and heed these ap- 
peais and that prisoner should be taken 
out and lynched, then let me say to you 
with the full realization of the responsibil- 
ity of my words, éven as Nathan said to 


King David, of old, after his soldiers had , 


killed’ Uriah, ‘Thou art the man,’ so I 
would say to you. The responsibility for 
the lynching will be yours for delaying 
the execution of the law. 

“Sbhculd the murderer of Miss Bishop 
he lynched? Yes. But only under one con- 
dition and that is this: If his trial shall 
be delayed until September and then 
though he be proven guilty, through some 
technicality of the law or any undue in- 
fluence upon either judges or jury he pe 
not given capital punishment, then the 
citizeug-of the stae should arise in their 
might and execute the criminal and thus 
upiicld the majesty of the law.’’ 

Rev. H. A. Ellwood today dictated he 
following staement: 

-“‘I am very sorry it happened 
I believe the man should oe: naa’ 
legal trial, but I also -believe that he 
should have had a speedy trial. The les- 
son we can learn from last night's out- 
break is that the people are tired of the 
delays of the law. Certain terribie crimes 
require stern and speedy punishment and 
whe1. the machinery of the law is not set 
a motion the people, impatient of the de- 
ay, move themselves. I personal 
plore the lynching.” i =

Two Women Are Assaulted 
Near kas St Louis, 


One Is White; the Other Colored, and} 
+} 


"a Posse of Gitizehs Is! Wow ‘at 
the Trail'o¢ Their Assail- 
ant. 


, Bt. Louis, June 23.—Two women, one 
white and the other colored, were as- 
sauited.and left for dead about 31-2 miles 
east of East St. Louis this afternoon and 
a pesse is out looking for a negro de- 
scribed by one of his victims. 

If he should be captured it is believed 
there will be alynching, for the terrible 
aoubie. crime has caused great excite- 
nent and indignation among the farmers 
of the American: bottoms, where it- oc- 
curred. One of the victims, Annie Green, 
ea married colored woman, aged 25, was 
clubbed about .the head; her skull frac- 
turea and left arm broken. Just before 
reiay-sing into unconsciousness she told 
of the assault and described a light y>21l- 
low negro, aged about 25 years, as her 
agsaliiant. 

She was evidently the first victim of the 
tien], who later proceeded. to the home 
of John Bruno, a well-to-do farmer living 
between East St. Louis and Belleviile, 
and committed the second crime. 

About 3 o'clock this afternoon a broth- 
er of Miss Flora Bruno, aged 17, returned 
home and found ‘his sister lying on her 
bed in an’ unconscious condition. Her 
skuli was fractured, both arms were frac- 
tured and she was suffering from other 
snjuries. The young woman. had been at 
home alone during the afternoon attend- 
ing to the family Washing. She was her 
father’s housekeeper. ) 

Young Bruno spread the alarm and then 
the other assault became known. A posse 
was rapidly summoned and the country 
thereabouts is being searched for the 
guilty man. 

The posse of farmers, reinforced by 
the chief of police of East St. Louis ana 
members of his force and the sheriff of 
St. Claire county, with a number of dep- 
vties, have surroundéd a man on an

Florence Bruno was taken to St. Mary’s 
hospital in East St. Louis. She was‘still 
unconscious at a late hour tonight, and 
though the physicians have done every- 
thing possible for her, they express no 
hope for the girl’s recovery. Afinie Green, 
who is at the Henrietta hospital in East 
St... Louis, is in a precarious’ condition, 
but there is a chance for hef recovery.

SIX PRISONERS 
TAKE LEG BAIL 


Hall County Jail Failed To 
Hold Men Charged with

They then let themselves to the ground

Those who escaped were Sloan Earl, 
ecclored, charged with a felony; J. G@. 
Bryant, Walt Davis and Robert Gill, 
all colored, charged with misdemeanors, 
and Zeb Patterson, white, charged with 
three misdemeanors. 

None have as yet been recaptured, 
though the sheriff has offered a reward 
of $10 for the capture of each. 


PEACHES WILL PAY WELL. 


Short Crop at Prevailing Prices Is 
Good Crop. 


Columbus, Ga., June 23.—(Special.)—Henry 
L. Woodruff, of Columbus, who owns the 
Palestine fruit farm on the Seaboard Air 
Line, 14 miles below the city, has sold his 
entiré crop of Elberta peaches at $1.35 per 
crate,.f. o..b, the cars at Sulphur Springs, 
his station. While: his peach crop is short 
this year, yet he will have some 4,000 to 
6.000 crates. which is equivalent to ten or 
twelve carloads.

HE unique spectacle of a department 
i of the state government paying into 

the general fund of the treasury a 
coriparatively large sum of money placed 
at its disposal was presented yesterday 
when Judge Turner, chairman of the pris- 
on ccmmission, paid a visit to State Treas- 
urer Park. ; 

Judge Turner handed Treasurer Park 
a chéck fof $12,000. This represented a 
surplus which the prison commission had 
in hand and does not need. It is due to 
the gradual reduction of the expenses of 
the penitentiary incident to the perfection 
ef the system which has been brought 
abeut by the commission. Since the com- 
mission assumed charge of prison affairs 
ttre has been a gradual perfection of 
the system with a view to reducing the 
exrense to the minimum, and one result 
has teen the accumulation of this $12, 
surplus duting the past twelve months. 

This sum brings the net return to the 
state from the convict lease system for 
the past year up to $100,000 in round num- 
bers.

“The -forecast issued by Observer Mar- 
bury is terse, but to the, point, being:

Rome, June 2.—The Osservatore Ro- 
mano today publishes the alluocution 
which the pope delivered at the consis- 
tory yesterday. The following is a sum- 
mary of the portion which was not ca- 
bled to the Associated Press yesterday: 

The pontiff said he was obliged again 
to call attention to the difficult posi- 
tfon of Catholicism and to point out that 
malicigus sects were. spreading in every 
country and that Christian laws seem to 
be undergoing deliberate retrogression 
through the efforts of men of deplorable 
morals.

The sinfulness of evildoers could not 
frustrate the will of the Almighty, but 
their arrogance paved the way for great 
misfortunes, 

The pope concluded with an earnest ap- 
peal to the faithful to pray to God that 
his (the pontiff’s) work on earth be not 
diminished and with the announcement of 
his intention to issue a letter on the 
subject.

RUOSEVELT SHOWS CLEMENCY. 


Releases an Arkansas Man Serving a 
Life Sentence. 
Washington, June 23.—President Roose- 
velt today acted’ favorably on the appli- 
cation for executive clemency of Willie 
Johnson, alias Overton, who was éen- 
tenced in the western district of Arkansas 
to be hanged for murder committed in 
the Indian Territory. This sentence was 
commuted to life imprisonment by Presi- 
dent Cleveland, on account of the grave 
doubt of the prisoner’s guilt. The former 
United States attorney who ¢ried the 
ease recommended a pardon on the 
ground that he had reason to believe the 
government witnesses had committed 
perjury. The prisoner will be released 

on July 1. ; ; 

The president commuted to ten years 
the sentence of thirty years imposed on 
Thurman Baldwin, who pleaded guilty 
in the western district of Arkansas to 
indictments charging him with robbery 
and larceny. The sentence will expire 
November 30, 1904.

BEING DESERTED 


All the Foreign Ministers Are 
Departing from ‘Servia 


Even the Representative of Turkey 
Has Left—If Powers Maintain 
Their Attitude Position of 
Servia Will Soon Be- 
come Untenable. 


Belgrade, June 2.—In accordance with 
instructions from their governments, the 
ministers of France, Holland and Turkey 
left Belgrade this afternoon. King 
Peter’s train, which left Geneva yester- 
dey evening, passed through Innesbruick, 
Austria, this afternoon. The king was 
enthusiastically welcomed there by the 
Servian and Croatian students. The king 
will arrive here at 10 o'clock tomorrow 
morning. .The foreign ministers who re- 
main here intend epi to the railroad 
station informally frock coats instead 
of uniforms. 

The British minister to Servia left here 
this morning for London. I¢ is under- 
stood that the first bill to be submitted 
to King Peter will be one prepared by 
the minister of justice granting amnesty 
for all political offenses. 

Gloomy Outlook for Servia. 

Paris, June 2.—Although the French 
minister at Belgrade was not given 
specific’ orders to withdraw the officials 
here say that the insiructions sent gave 
him full liberty to adopt such a course 
if the majority of his diplomatic col- 
leagues left the Servian capital. Owing 
to the growing complications in the sit- 
uation it was deemed desirable to give 
him complete liberty of action to meet 
any circumstances arising, the only limi- 
tation being that he was to conform with 
the action of the majority of the min- 
isters. Reports received here from other 
capitals showed there was a strong ten- 
dency to make an emphatic expression 
of abhorrence at Servia’s tragedy. <A 
prominent French official said the action 
of the powers would have added signifi- 
cance, coming at the moment when King 
Peter was assuming authority. Com- 
menting on the Belgrade reports that 
Servia was in a defiant mood the Official 
declared that Servia’s position would 
soon become untenable if the powers act 
together. It was realized that the sev-

The board of directors of the Clifton 
Manufacturing Company has issued an 
important circular to the stockholders re- 
lating to the recent disaster along the 
banks. of Pacolet river. 

The circular sets forth succintly the

The loss on mills Nos. 1 and 2 is placed 
at $300,000, and when these mills are 
repaired the company will have in opera- 
tion 60,000 spindlees. 

The circular in part contains the fol- 
lowing: 

Four ‘ware houses at mill No. 2, 
1,794 bales of cotton, have been lost. 
This will prove almost a__ total loss. 
What we most deplore having to report 
is the loss of life caused by sixty cot- 
tages having been carried away by the 
raging torrent before some of the in- 
mates were able to escape. 

“After a careful ingpection of the 
property as it now stands we are in-

Give us more of the old-time singing 
in the churches, the songs our mothers 
and fathers used to sing in which the 
congregation oan join, and we shail see 
more spirituality in the services, more 
effect of the preaching, and better re- 
sults in every way.

In reviewing the work given into his 
hands, Governor Candler tells first of the 
efforts to complete the early colonial rec- 
ords. For the purpose of the better ac- 
complishment of the desired results, he 
has divided the history of the state into 
five periods: first, the period of the gov- 
ernment of the trustees, which covered 
from June 9, 1732, to June 2, 1762; sec- 
ond, the period of the colonial govern- 
ors; third, that of the war of the revo- 
lution; fourth, that of the war between 
the states; fifth, the period of reconstruc- 
tion and military rule. 

Of the first period there has been com- 
piled nearly all the available material, 
to the extent of about 1,200 typewritten 
paiges. This is ready for the printer, but 
before it is printed and bound other im- 
portant records pertaining to this period, 
not now available, must be secured and 
inserted in this first volume in order to 
preserve the chronological arrangement 
of the work. 

‘At the very threshold of the undertak- 
ing very great difficulty was encountered 
in finding the official and historical rec- 
ords and documents, which I thought 
ought to have a place in the compilation 
contemplated,’ writes Governor Candler. 
“Since the founding of the colony. Geor- 
gia’s capitol has been four timeg fre- 
moved, and in each removal, doubtless, 
many veluable records were lost. In 
addition to the losses incident to these 
removals of the capitol from one city to 
another, it has been twice occupied by 
hostile armies, Savannah in 1778 and Miil- 
ledgeville im 1864, on both of which oc- 
casions the records of the state suffered 
great loss and injury. Still further losses 
were sustained during the war of the 
revolution, whén in an attempt to prevent 
their falling into the hands of the enemy, 
her most valuable records were carried 
beyond the Mmits of the. state, first to 


Charleston, then, when that city was in 
imminent. danger of capture, to New- 
bern, N.. C., and finally, when that state 
was invaded and their security threat- 
ened, to Baltimore, where they remained 


| tin after the close of the war. 


“Ali this applies. to the records made on 
this side of the Atlantic. Besides these, 
many of the most ‘valuable and impor- 
tant .records ‘relating to Georgia were 
then, and are now, in London. In 1887 
the general assembly of Georgia made 
provision to have transcripts of these rec- 
ords made and filed with other state 
archives, and in pursuance with the au- 
thority vested in him by the legislature, 
the governor appointed the Rev. Charles 
Wallace Howard to go to England and 
make them. This he did, and@ the result 
was twenty-two large manuscript vol- 
umes at a cost,of about $7,000. Subse- 
quently all of these costly volumes but 
four, which are now in the archives of 
the state, were destroyed by fire in 1890 
Or 1891.’’ 


provided for the committees appointed to 
make thé rolls upon whom .most of the 
work devolved. “Only about one-third 
the counties made any effort to aurey 
out the law,” says he, “and even they, in 
most cases, succeeded indifferently.”’ 

There should be at least a small com- 
pensation. “One or more competent, con- 
scientious men should be appointed by the 
governor in each county; they should be 
sworn to admit to the rolls no one from 
favor or affection, reward or the hope 
thereof, nor to exclude from them any 
one on account of prejudice, hatred, fear, 
reward or the “hope of reward. They 
should also be empowered to administer 
oaths, and every name admitted. to the 
roll should de certified by the oath of not 
less than two survivors of the company 
or troop.: The enrollers should be paid 
out of the state treasury @ Treasonabie 
compensation. The state will save by it 
in pensions to unworthy applicants vastly 
more than it will cost. Thus economy 
as well as gratitude and justice to our 
confederate soldiers, demands that it be 
done.” 


Governor Candler pays @ high tribute to 
Brigadier Genera] Ainsworth, of the rec- 
ord and pension division of the war de- 


partment, who has charge of the com- 
pilation of war records, saying: “He is 
a splendid officer, eminently fair. and 
thoroughly familiar with his work; but it 
will be impossible even for him, with the 
scanty materials at hand, to make such a 
record of the Georgia confederate soldiers 
as they are entitled to.” 

There are but two ways in which this 
complete roster can be secured. Hither 
the act of congress must be amended 890 
ay to authorize the perfection of the im- 
perfect rolls from the sworn testimony of 
surviving officers and soldiers of each 
company, or the state myst carry out 
the original design and perfect the rolls 
and publish them herself. 

“It would be better and fairer to do 
nothing,” says Governor Candler, “than 
to transmit to posterity imperfect and 
misleading rolls of men whe fought our 
battles. Indeed, I am inclined to the 
opinion that if an effort is to be made to 


confederate soldiefs; and transmit to pos- 
terity.an account of the services of each, 
rosters should be perfected at once, in the 
way suggested and published by the state, 
‘while a remnant of the actors in fhe 
bloody drama are still in life, and it is 
possible to get their testimony. Soon all 
of them will have ‘crossed over the river,’ 
and it will be too late.” 


With regard to Georgia's failure to make 
adequate provision for the preserVation 
of state history, Governor Candler says: 

“Georgia has been too slow in preserv- 
ing her history and in perpetuating the 
memory of her gallant sons. Most of the 
states much younger are far ahead of her 
in this respect.

That Wilmington Burning. 

Our readers followed in The Con- 
stitution of yesterday the fearsome de- 
tails of the work of a Delaware mob 
that burned a negro criminal close to 
the confines of the beautiful and. thriv- 
ing city of Wilmington. 

It is a most singular thing that 
such a horror should happen in such 
a community where the gosel of “jus- 
tice for the negro” and the anathemas 
of the like events in the south have 
been so long. and so vehemently 
preached. We have been told so often 
of the superior thought and sympa- 
thies of the northern public opinion 
on the race question that it is rude 
awakening to find that after all human 
nature has laws of feeling and action 
which laugh at sentiment and make 
‘broken green withes of culture just 
as violently in. the north as in the 
south. 

The Constitution does not exult over 
the work of this Delaware mob, be- 
cause it has never countenanced mob 
law anywhere. Nor do we point a tu 
quogue argument at the north—Dela- 
ware, Illinois and Kansas—in justifica- 
tion of any lynch law operations that 
have happened in the south. Had we 
the authority and the means to pre- 
vent lynchings not another one would 
occur north or south. 

But the fact remains that the grow- 
ing indignation of the people of Wil- 
mington grew for a whole week before 
it reached the flaming point and then 
it swept law aside with ruthless hands 
and burned a brute at the stake for 
one of those doubly hideous crimes 
|} that menace every community where 
the idle and vicious criminal negro is 
tolerated. 


a Nothing could. be more false and } 


offensive than such a sweeping de 
nouncement. The officials and ruling 
people of the south believe in and 
stand ready at any call to uphold and 
defend it. We look to it as the guidon 
and the guerdon of our rights as indi- 
viduals and as states. When we are 
duly informed by the only authority 
haying the right to determine what | 
rights we have and what ones we have 
surrendered by the constitution, we 
stand ready to conform to such deci- 
sions of the supreme court. ' 

The Mail and Express and the agi- 
tators for whom it speaks are demand- 
ing that the south shall do things 
that the supreme court has said we do 
not have to do under any clause of 
or amendment to the constitution, and 
denouncing us as practical perjurers 
and rebels because we refuse to undo 
what the supreme court has said we 
have the right to do. 

That is the whole debate between 
northern negro suffragists and the 
south as it now stands. When the 
supreme court gives us further direc- 
tions we will try to conform our regu- 
lations to its decisions and not violate 
them. Rather than wishing to elim- 
inate the constitution, we are seeking 
its protection for our methods of just 
and responsible government and be- 
lieve we will amp aid obtain it.

Governor Candler presents a list of the 
colonial reeords pertaining to Georgia 
which are now in London, this list hav- 
ins been secured by Mrs. Robert Emory 
Park. regent of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution for Georgia, several 
years ago. With regard to these records. 
he says that while a good many are not 
of material interest or importance, some 
are of the utmost importance and no in- 
tell gible and useful compilation can be 
made without them..He specifies in this 
conuection the minutes of the trustees, 
the minutes of the common council of the 
trustees, the minutes of the colonial coun- 
— and of the assembly, the account of 
the progress of the colony from 1732 to 
17, and Governor Wright's original pa- 
pers. These papers cover the period from 
17% to the Declaration of Independence, 
embracing accounts of all the causes 
leading up to the war as viewed from 
the British standpoint, and of the con- 
duct of the friends of liberty, as well as 
of the royal government. There are 
about thirty volumes of these records 
which are well-nigh indispensable. 

Governor Candler considers the price of 
Messrs. Stevens & Brown exceedingly 
low. He estimates that to secure these 
particular records will cost the state 
about $2,000. 

Passing to his efforts to secure rosters 
of the officers and enlisted men who went 
' from Georgia into the military service of 
cither the Confederate States or the 
United States during the civil war,’ for 
the purpoge of having Georgia adequate- 
ly an¢@ accurately representei in the com- 
pilation authorized by the recent act of 
eongress, Governor Candler points out 
that the difficulty. of securing original 

mrster rolls is even greater than that of 
securing the colonial records. 

After an earnest and diligent effort for 
neatly two months he has ‘succeeded in 
getting only six original muster rolls. 
There are many copies to be had, but

‘have control and direction of the work 
and operations of ‘the department and 
preserve its collection, care for jthe offi- 
cial archives that may come into his cus- 
tody, coilect as far as possible all ma- 
terials bearing .on the history of the 
state and the territory included therein 
from the earliest times, and diffuse 
knowledge in reference to the history and 
resources of the state.’ . “State, 
county and other officials are authorized 
to turn over to the department for per« 
manent preservation any officia] books, 
records, documents, original papers, etc., 
not in current use in their offices.’ He is, 
morcover,. charged with the duty of pre- 
paring and publishing after each general 
election a ‘statistical register of the state 
of Mississippi to contain brief sketches of 
the several state officials, the members of 
congress from Mississippi, the supreme 
court judges, members of the senate and 
house of representatives, roster of all 
state and county officials, lists of ali state 
institutions with officials, state and county 
population and election statistics, miscel- 
laneous statistics; and said register shali 
be published in an edition of one thou- 
sand copies for free distribution.’ “The de. 
partment is also charged with the duty éf 
making special effort to collect data in 
reference to soldiers from Mississippi in

Atlanta Anxious To Sell. 
The proposed sale of the gas stock is 


mentioned in the minutes of the fall of }\ 


1336 severa! times, and finally on Decem- 
ber 20, 1886, is recorded a resolution, also 
irtroduced by Alderman Gramling, which 
cites the fact that the city was ready to 
pay the $50,000 to the state for the School 
of Technology, and providing that the 
bids for the gas stock lie unopened upon 
the table until the state had been heard 
from. His resolution was unanimous:y 
adcpted. 

Tt will be noticed that the amount to be 
paid the state had been increased in the 
meantime from $25,000 to $650.000. 

On January 8, 1887, Mayer George Hill- 
ver, on the last day of his administra. 
tion, wrote council a communication, in 
which he inclosed a letter written to 
General John B. Gordon, then governor 
of Georgia, citing him to the fact that 
Atlanta was ready to proceed with the 
transaction regarding the School of 
Technology. 

Jebr Tyler Cooper, then succeeded to 
the mayor's chair. 

The minutes dated January 22, 1887, con- 
tain the following statement: 

“The bids for 2,000 shares of stock in 
the Atlanta Gas Light Company to be 
sold to make the donation to the stats 
for location of the School of Technology 
in the city were opened and read as fal- 
lows. 

“ “Messts. Jones & Pratt offered $26.25 
pes share, or $52,500 for 2,000 shares. 

‘“*Messrs. T. G. Healy, R. J. Lowry, 
J. Hi. Porter, William Helme and J. {I. 
Mecas!in made the several bids as stated 
below: 

“ “$26.25 per share for 200 shares; $25.30 
per share for 200 shares; $25.75 per share 
for 200 shares; $26 per share for 200 shares; 
$26.25 per share for 200 shares: $26.50 per 
shure for 200 shares; $26.75 per share for 
“00 shares; $27 per share for 200 shares: 
“1.70 per share for 200 shares; $27.50 per 
share for 200 shares. Par and 6 per cent 
for 2,0 shares.’—Referred to the finance 
committee with power to act.’’ 

It was found to be unnecessary to sell 
2,000 shares to raise the $50,000, ang con- 
sequently oniy 1,887 shares, were sold, 
being disposed of for $26.50 per share, 
and bringing $50,005.60. 


The Next Movement. 

The next movement in favor of the 
sale of gas stock appears to have been 
started by the late Charles A. Collier. 
thén an alderman of Atlanta. ’ 


The minutes dated February 21, 1887, 
cuntain the following: 

“By Alderman Collier: Resolved, That 
the finance committee be instructed to 
sell 600 shares of the city’s stock in the 
Atlanta Gas Light Company or so much 
thereof as may be necessary to raise the 
sum of $15,000 for the purpose of erect- 
ing suitable buildings on grounds of the 
Gentlemen's ‘Driving Park Association 
in whfch to hold annual fairs under the 
auspices of the Piedmont Fair Associa- 
tion: said buildings to remain the prop- 
erty of the city, but to be kept in repair 
and adequately insured by the said Pied- 
mont Fair Association. Adopted by the 
following vote: 

“Kinyon, Tanner, Mitchell, Boynton, 
Angier, Allen, Greene, Nelson, Roy and 
Rice, ten yeas; Bell one nay.” 


The following Thursday the alder- 


manic board concurred in this section. 


only Alderman John H. Mecaslin voting 
in the negative. 

That resolution resulted in the sale of 
577 shares of stock at $26 per share, net- 
ting the municipality $15,002, and with it 
the old exposition buildings, which were 
torn away to make room for the present 
buildings, were erected. 

Altlanta then still had 1,701 shares of 
gas stock. On June 6, 1887, began the 
movement which resulted in the sale of 
the remainder of the city’s holdings. This 
movement began in the board of educa- 


tion, and was not without opposition, as, 


the Knights of Labor filed a protest 
against ‘the further sale of the citys 


holdings. 
The minutes of June 6, 1°87, contain the

The annual report of R. M. Fafrar. city 
treasurer, shows that the city had re- 
ceived from the sale of gas stock the fol- 
lowing amounts during the year:

The other fact of interest is that the 
stock, which was worth $26.50 in January. 
1887, was worth $26 in June and dropped to 
$18.91 in December of the same year.

The advance in the freight rate on yellow 
pine lumber from points in the pine belt to 
points on and beyond the Ohio river went into 
effect again on Monday, June 22. This ad- 
vance amounts to about 2 cents per 100 pounds 


and applies to shipments only from the pine 


belt to pointe stated. This is the advanced 
rate over whhich the lumbermen went into 
court both in Georgia and Mississippi, though 
in the other states of the south from Texas 
to Florida, it was accepted without such pro- 
test. 

The Georgia lumbermen threatened to take 
the matter up again as soon as the advance 
was made, but so far hing has been heard 
from them, Formerly they apriied for injunc- 
tion in the United States court at Macon be- 
fore Judge Emory Speer, and were informed 
that the proper proceeding was first to make 
complaint before the interstate commerce com- 
mission, It is likely, therefore, that some pro- 
test will be filed by the Georgia lumbermen 
with the commission in the event they de- 
cide to carry the case further. 

The railroads claim that there are higher 
prices all around now and that the expenses 
of operation ate much heavier than they were 
two or three years ago. On the one item of 
lumber alone now, it is asserted, that the dif- 
ference in price now means afm extra annual 
expense to the Southern system of $127,000. 
This fact the railroads put forward as largely 
responsible for the necessity of making the 
increase.

During 
the torenoon the market for the new crop 
worked generally lower under expect:- 
tions that the weekly. government report 
wovld show an improvement in condi- 
tions, while the old crop months were 
rather irregular, but generally firm 
When the weekly report was read it was 
adjudged bearish and prices almost im- 
modiately weakened. Then, however, 
came a big rush of buying orders from 
New Orleans and one of the most speéc- 
* tacular and exciting upturns of a season 
which has been full of sensational de- 
Velopments ensued. Wild as was the 
*xciiement here, it was even surpass>d 
in New Orleans, where shorts were [re- 
poited wildly clamoring for July cotton 
ground i4c and for August around 13 3-4c. 
in connection with thi¥ it took a very 
smafi show of strength on the part of the 
big bull leader locally, once the upward 
movement was started, to utterly 
demoralize the shorts and in less time 
than it takes to tell it the whole tendency 
of the market was altered and prices were 
soaring skyward. July reached 12.90, Au- 
gust 12.56 and September 11.43; the latter 
nouth indicating plainly that the bulls are 
earrying their operations over into the 
early autumn positions. Just before the 
elose room longs sold for profits and 
their offerings eased the situation slight- 
ly, but sentiment. was still very nervous 
an@ unsettled. The market was finally 
firn with July at 12.84, “August 12.49 and 
Sertember 11.38, while the general list 
wes net 8 to 59 points ‘higher, the later 
n¢w crop months having responded only 
pertially to the advances of the bear po- 
sitions.

ent belief is that the July bureau report 
should show at least 10 per cent improved 
conditions over June, but it is question; 
able if this will be good enough to im- 
press bears favorably. Cables were un- 
changed for the new crop, and 6 to 8 
points higher for the old crop. The bu- 
reau report was rather bearish, the gen- 
eral condition of the crop being better.

Weekly Summary Crop Condition. 


Washington, June 23.—The weather bu¥ 
reau’s weekly summary of the crop condi- 
tions follows: 

While still too cool in the districts east 
of the Rocky mountains, the tempera- 
ture conditions of the week ending June 
22 were somewhat more favorable in the 
central valleys and southern states. In 
the gulf states the conditions were very 
favorable for cultivation, Rain is now 
needed in portions of the central and east 
gulf districts. 

CORN—A general improvement in the 
condition of corn tn the central valleys is 
indicated. In the southern states early 
corn is largely laid by, and is nearing 
maturity in Texas. 

WINTER WHEAT—Winter wheat har- 
vest has made favorable progress, and 
harvesting is now general in“the central 
portions of the winter wheat belt, with 
disappointing yields, especially in the 
southern portions of Missouri, [Illinois 
and Indiana. In the middie Atlantic 
states a general improvement ig indi- 


cated. 

SPRING WHEAT—Spring wheat is suf- 
fering for rain in North Dakota.and Is 
affected by rust quite generally in Ne- 
braska. 

OATS—The outlook for oats is less 
promising in most of the states. 

Cc —Cotton continues small, but 
its general condition is somewhat im- 
proved. Cultivation has made good prog- 
ress, and fields are clean, except in por- 
tions of eastern districts. Texas plants 
are healthy and have made rapid growth, 
but the crop continues two or three weeks 
late. Boll weevil are spreading in Texas, 
but so far have done little injury. Lice 
are causing damage in the Casolinas, Ar- 
kansas and Missouri. 

TOBACCO—In New England tobacco 
needs warmth and sunshine, but else- 
| where the crop has made favorable prog- 
ress in North Carolina and portions of 
Virginia. Tobacco is growing well in 
Tennessee and the Ohio valiey. 

APPLES—In Missouri, Arkansas, Iili- 
nois, Indiana and Pennsylvania apples 
are unpromising, but the outlook contin- 
ues favorable in Kentucky and the Vir- 
gintags. . : 


New York, June 2.—The cotton situa- 
tion grows more interesting.

Bishop and Matthews’ Case 
Continued--Demurrer 
Argued. 


The case against Thomas L. Bishop 
and W. A. Mathews, charged with em- 
bezzlement, was called yesterday morn- 
ing before Judge L. 8. Roan, in the crim- 
inal superior court, but was postponed 
until Friday after argument of about 
an hour on a demurrer submitted in 
an effort to have the indictment against 
Bishop quashed.

The defense in the Bishop case de- 
murred to the indictment against the de- 
fondant on the ground that he was not 
‘an official of the Piedmont Loan and 
| Banking Company, the funds of which 
‘are alleged to have been embezzled, and 
ltthat, therefore, he could not be in- 
‘dicted for embezzlement of its mney. 
| Judge Roan held, however, that Bishop 
‘could be indicted jointly with an official 
| of the bank, provided it could be shown 
‘they had conspired together to take the 
funds, and accordingly overruled the de- 
|'murrer, However, he quashed a count 
in the indictment charging larceny af- 
ter trust. 
| Dr. T. D. Longino was put on the 
stand in the Matthews case and testified 
that the defendant is ill in jail. He stated 
that Matthews’ pulse was 120 and his tem- 
perature more than 100. On this showing 
Judge Roan continued the case. 


Henry Faulkner and T. 8. Smith, 
brothers in law, yesterday pleaded guilty 
before Judge Roan to’the charge of lar- 
eceny from the house, and were each 
sentenced to & term of twelve months 
in the Fulton county chaingang.

STATUE UNVEILED AT V. M. I. 


Commemorates *Deeds of Cadet Bat- 
talion in War Between States. 


Lexington, Va., June 2.—The principal 
event of the commencement exercises of 
the Virginia Military institute occurred 
today when the heroic bronze statue by 
Sir Moses Ezekiel, a native born Virgin-
